Irish Secondary Teachers. 


We print to-day the text of correspond- 
ence which has passed recently between 
the Chief Secretary for Ireland and a con- 
ference of Irish Intermediate teachers. Last 
month the Headmasters of Irish Inter- 
mediate schools, their assistants, and the 
Intermediate Board, held a joint confer- 
ence to discuss the question of teachers’ 
salaries, This conference agreed on wha’ 
seemed to be a satisfactory scale, and re- 
quested Sir Hamar Greenwood to receive 
a deputation, As will be seen from his 
letter to Mr. John Thompson, the Chief 
Secretary has refused to accede to the con- 
ference’s request on the ground that the 
Irish Intermediate teachers “are notin 
the direct employment of the State,” and 
consequently a meeting, such as that sug- 
gested by the conference, could serve no 
| úseful parpose. This unexpected refusal 
has struck the teachers with dismay. Their 
reply to Sir Hamar Greenwood is a weighty 
and well-reasoned document, and we hope 
sincerely that he will give it the most 
careful consideration. It begins by re- 
minding him that the Government has 
recognised the Irish teachers’ claims on 
many occdsions within recent years.

The discussion of “The New Golf,” 
which was started by J. H. Taylor in a 
long letter to The Times on February 3rd, 
continues to occupy the pens of pro- 
fessionals. and amateurs alike, and it 
would be difficult to find a subject in the 
annals of newspaper correspondence in 
which every angle of approach has been 
so thoroughly explored.

If Germany | 
were allowed to regain her old 
supremacy in this field of industry she 
would be equipped, in the case of war, 
with a power of destruction incomparably 
greater than any of her adversaries could 
wield. Britain's vital “key” industry 
must be preserved ; it must get a breathing’ 
space in which it can prepare to meet the 
keenest competitive effort that Germany 
can make, No question of trade or profit 
must be allowed to stand in its way. It 
has been built up at enormous cost during 
the last six years, and its growth has 
shown how British brains can triumph 
over difficulties. But for it we would have 
lost the war. It supplied the essential 
material for the manufacture of high ex- 
plosives when there was no other source 
of supply. At the moment it is not fit 
to compete with the German industry on 
level terms, and, unless the most stringent 
form of protection be adopted at once, it 
will be squeezed out of existence. The 
Association of British Chemical Manu- 
facturers asserts that this must be one of 
the Government’s first duties when Parlia- 
ment assemblies. 


The Simple Life. 


A quaint expedition touched recently at 
Honolulu. It consists of thirteen persons 
who sailed from England at the end of 
November to search for a place where the 
income tax collector will not trouble them 
and they will hear only faint echoes of 
the strife that has followed the world war. 
The leader of the expedition is Mr. T. F. 
Rhodes Disher, who is still on the sunny 
side of forty. Four months ago he was a 
pickle manufacturer in London. His busi- 
ness was in a flourishing condition, but 
the prospect of spending the rest of his 
life making pickles appalled him. He 
longed for “ the simple life,” but hesitated 
to cut himself adrift from civilisation. 
At last, however, he decided that, if he 
could get some kindred souls to support 
him, he would take the fateful step. 
Accordingly, he inserted a notice in the 
“Agony” column of The Times inviting 
“those interested in the formation of a 
simple life colony on a tropical island "’ 
to write to him. He received replies from 
all over the world,- selected his com- 
panions, sold his business, and started on 
the great adventure, The emigrants intend 
to settle on one of the Marquesas Islands 
in the Pacific, and to live in the approved 
Swiss Family Robinson style. Their 
scheme is alluring, but it is not quite 
perfect. The Marquesas Islands are a 
French protectorate. What will happen 
if the French Government sends a hard- 
hearted tax collector on their track ?

Rumour says that the coming session 1s 
to be a stormy one, for, if there is not to 
be a great deal of legislation, what there 
is will be of a very contentious character. 
The “Wee Frees’’ promise unrelenting 
opposition to the “ Key” Industries Bill 
and to the Anti-Dumping Bill, because 
these measures strike at the root of free 
trade. The Labour Party are preparing to 
enter the fray in the cause of Ireland and 
of the unemployed. Then, again, there 
is likely to [ a very lively discussion 
almost at once on the action of the loco- 
motive men and the threat of a general 
strike. The telephone question will also 
be raised at the earliest opportunity. The 
Government, it is said, however, do not 
look forward with any great alarm to the 
session, for it is still in a strong position, 
and intends to persevere with its plans for 
the employment of ex-Service men and 
the unemployed generally, as well as 
cutting down its financial engagements to 
the barest minimum possible. 

The situation with regard to the 
threatened general railway strike is re- 
garded today as rather easier. “Mr. 
Bromley continues to be more conciliatory 
in tone, and it. is becoming clear that he 
will be satisfied with a proper investiga- 
tien into the circumstances attending the 
shooting at Mallow, an investigation that, 
in all probability, will be granted. The 
rospect of a strike, however, may not be 
lightly dismissed, and, should the 
response to a call be general. London 
will suffer heavily, as usual. The strike 
organisers will make every effort to secure 
a complete stoppage of all traffic, rai] and 
tube, while the London omnibus drivers 
may come out in sympathy. 

Sir Edward Carson intends to take part 
in any debate that may take place )n 
Ireland during thé discussion on the 
Address, thus carrying out his intention 
to continue to act as leader of the Ulster 
Unionists in the House of Commons. It 
is likely that the debate on the Address 
will last quite a week, meaning that it 
may be carried over the next week-end. 
This depends, hewever, entirely uporcir- 
cumstances, A long and acrimonious 
debate on the Address has often been 
threatened, but the opposition has quickly 
petered out before a determined stand by 
the Government of the day. 

The Crown Prince of Japan is due to 
arrive in this country shortly after Easter, 
and, on arrival, will be met by,the Prince 
of Wales. Directly after his arrival he 
will be received by the King, who will 
decorate him with one of the most im- 
portant Orders at his disposal. It is un- 
certain where the Crown Prince will take 
up his residence, but, since he is to stay 
some weeks, in all probability an im- 
portant house will be fitted up for the 
accommodation of himself and a large 
suite. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer is to 
receive another deputation, rom the 
Federation of British Industries at the 
House of Commons on Wednesday next. 
This meeting was organised originally for 
the purpose of discussing the excess profits 
duty, but, since that has been dropped, it 
has been decided to take advantage of the 
opportunity to discuss several of the urgent 
trade problems with which the British 


industry is faced.

OBITUARY. 
REV. DR. WORKMAN. 

The death/of the Rev. Robert Workman, 
D.D., senior minister of Newtownbreda Presby- 
terian Church, Belfast, took place on Friday 
night at Newtownbreda Manse. Dr, Workman 
spent the whole of his ministry in charge of 
Newtownbreda congregation, where he was 
ordained fifty-eight years ago, as assistant and 
successor to Rev. Andrew Crawford. He was 
educated at the old Belfast College and New 
College, Edinburgh, being licensed by the Bel- 
fast Presbytery in May, 1861. He etoód first 
on the roll of the graduates of the Irish Presby- 
terian Theological Faculty, having graduated 
Bachelor of Divinity in 1883. Fourteen vears 
later the Faculty conferred on him the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Divinity. Atethe Assembly 
of 1910 Dr. Workman had the honour of being 
nominated for the Moderatorship by his own 
Preabytery of Belfast and many of the other 
leading PresByteries of the country. For many 
years he was Convener of the Church Extension 
Committes of the Belfast Presbytery. Dr. 
Workman, who was born in Belfast on 4th

After observing that the news from Ireland 
shows no sign of improvement, The Times goes

But with almost 
equal force he indicts the Government's admimis- 
tration of Ireland. In his eyes the evil on both 
sides is moral, and, therefore, he seeks for it 
moral remedies—first, in restoring the law, as 
Enelishmen have hitherto understood that word; 
ond. secondly, through the power of religion. 
He frankly criticises the Roman Catholic Church 
in Ireland, and seerns to hold that. it still pos- 
cesses thes power to recall adherents to their 
Christian duty if it would only exert that power 
tothe full. While sharing his view, that it is 
essential that British administration in Treland 
should be placed upon a secure moral footing, 
wae feat that the.situation is rapidly passing be- 
eclesiastical control.

Feiners must be enormously heavy that on the 
Government cannot be light.

Both 
the ‘Government and their critics appears 
to believe that the remedy is to be 
found m some change of political machinery. 
‘fhe Government look to the setting up of their 
Parliaments in Northern end Southern 
Ireland. Their critics usually appear to suppose 
that if Ireland were given the status of a 
Dominion murder would cease I am persuaded 
that all these ways of treating ithe subject are 
insufficient. The Legislative Union, or Federal 
institutions, or mi institutions, or in- 
dependence the best political 
machinery But. the true 
‘causa gine qua the murders in 
Ireland is not a political grievance, bat 
s widespread moral depravity. The evil is 
a moral one, and the remedies must be moral. 
Two great remedies are law and religion. For 
the enforcement of law the Government are re- 
sponsible, and the weighty accusation against 
them is that they have not enforced the law; 
that they have first inefficiently allowed it to be 
defied, and that they have positively sybverted 
it by encouraging or allowing lawless violence. 
Murdering murderers is not enforcing the law, 
por is indiscriminate shooting, nor burning 
‘ouses They are,‘on the contrary, the prosti- 
tution of lawful authority. They make it a by- 
word of hatred. The Government must firmly 
ahd justly restore throughout Ireland the reign 
ef law. But it is in the power of religion that 
the best remedy for Irish murder ought to be 
found. I am glad to see that the Irish Roman 
Catholic Bishops have lately published. some in- 
junctions and exhgrtations tending to enforce 
elementary Christian morality upon their people. 
But one would like to know whether they are 
really exerting the whole power of Christian 
djscipline, as customary in their Church, in 
restraint:of murder. 7

RESTORATION OF RHEIMS, 

The Paris Correspondent of TÁe T'imes tele- 
graphed yesterday:—Will any British town 
siopt Rheims?

MILITARY LORRY

TWO CIVILIANS’ KILLED. | 
The following official report was issued by 
General Headquarters on Sunday morning :— 


A military lorry was bombed and fired at from | 


behind a wall near Booterstown at 7.45 last 
night. The fire was returned, and some 
‘of the attackers were seen to fall, There 
were no military casualties. 

A party of Crown forces, returning in motor 
vehielen from Kingstown to Dublin, was am- 
bushed at about 7.30 o'clock on Saturday even- 
ing at Merrion Gates, about four wiles from the 
city, and in the resultant firing two hves were 
lost.

SIX HOUSES DESTROYED. 


Our Thurles Correspondent telegraphed yes- 
terday as follows :—Official reprisals were carried 
out in the Glengoole district, near Killenaule, 
yesterday, causing damage estimated at five or 
Six thousand pounds sterling.

SCENE OF THE AMBUSH. 

Soldiers arrived at Merrion yesterday after- 
noon, and a careful survey of the scene of 
Saturday night’s ambush was carried out. Ex- 
treme precaution was taken against any possible 
surprise during the inspection, sentries being 
placed on the roadway at a considerable dis- 
tance from their lorries, and even across the 
railway, where some were posted on the sea 
wall, Meanwhile an officer examined the ground 
within the Asylum.. It was stated that no per- 
sons were seen within the walls of the Blind 
Asylum, and the ground about the walls re- 
veals no evidence of persons having been along 
the inside. A bullet from the roadway has split 
off the plaster on the inside corner of the gate 
lodge close to a window. The front of the 
chapel near a porch window bears a mawk sup 
posed to have been made by a bullet. This 
part of the Asylum wall, from the 
entrance towards Kingstown, lies oppo- 
site a low wall on the sea side of the 
road and separates the tram road from 
a low-lying field, bordered on the other side 
by the railway line with the Merrion strand 
and the sea beyond.

quantity of ammunition, fuse, revolvers, and 
one bomb, 

Our Bantry Correspondent telegraphed on 
Saturday.—The police barracks at Drimoleague, 
twelve miles from here, is reported to have been 
attacked and injured by a party of armed 
civilians, using rifles and explosives. The build- 
ing was more or less shattered, and.a number of 
houses, both private and otherwise, in t 
vicinity, were injured by the firing. The attack 
seems to have been made about midnight, and 
it is stated that close on 300 men must have 
been engaged. 

The gerrison stoutly resisted the attackers, 
and there were no casualties, so far as can be 
á ascertained, save Sergeant Bansfield, who was 

slightly wounded. 

Information of the attack having been con- 
veyed to the military here a large force, in- 
cluding Auxiliary Police, left about five o clock 
this morning by motor lorries for the scene, and

ATTEMPT TO WRECK A TRAIN, 


During the week-end extensive searching 
operations by military and naval forces were 
carried out in West onegal. The troops had 
been drafted into the district owing to the 
frequent occurrence recently of outrages. Several 
hundred young men were arrested, and brought 
to Dungloe, but, after further inquiries, they 
were released, with the exception of about 
sixty. 

On Friday night a special train, with a party 
of these prisoners, and ay escort of fifty soldiers, 
left Burtonport for Londonderry.

derry was continued without further incident. 
The prisoners were conveyed in military motor 
lorries, to Victoria . Police Barracks during 
Curfew hours on Saturday morning. On 
Saturday morning another special train, with 
the remainder of the sixty prisoners, left bur- 
tonport, in charge of an escort of several 
hundred soldiers, and arrived in Londonderry in 
the afternoon without any incident. It is under- 
stood that a number of the prisoners was after- 
wards released.

The decision of the National Union of Rail- 
waymen to press for an inquiry in public had, 
he said, been received by his Umon. “Ot 
course, I regret,” said Mr. Bromley, “ that the 
National Union do not apparently feel as keenly 
about this affair as we do, but [ ‘recollect that 
we went to the assistance of the National Un:on 
in September and November of 1919, and I am 
sure the rank and file of them have not for- 
fotten it. Whether they agree whole-heartedly 
with our action or not, 1 am absolutely con- 
fident that when our men leave their engines on 
the given date next week, the members of the 
National Union of Railwaymen will not have so 
far lost their souls as either to work our en- 
gines or. assist blacklegs who attempt to do 


It is anticipated, says the Press Association, 
that the Executive of the National Union of 
Railwaymen will meet again and consider their 
attitude, in the event of the efforts to be made 
in Parlianient being unsuccessful ani of the 
Associated Society’s carrying out its strike 
threat. 

The Joint Committees of the Trades Union 
Congress and the Labour Party are meeting to- 
night, to review the campaign for Irish peace? 
and the railway crisis is almost certain to come 
under discussion, in view of the questions to be 
raised by the Lebour members in Parliament. 

POSITION OF THE NATIONAL UNION. 

On inquiry at Unity House on Saturdav, the 
Press was informed that there would be no 
further developments in reference to the Irish 
question, so far as the National Union of Raui- 
waymen are concerned, until after Parliament 
has assembled. The Executive sat again on 
Saturday morning, but only domestic business 
was under consideration, and there was no 
further reference to the action of Mr. Bromley's 
Union 

The Executive will re-assemble—probably on 
Wednesday—and they may then reconsider the 
position of the National Unien of Railwaymen 
in the light of any statements made by the Go- 
vernment in the House of Commons on Tuesday. 
It is considered that the danger of the National 
Union of Railwaymen supporting the Associated 
Sodiety has not been entirely removed, should 
certain circumstances arise. 


“THE HONOUR OF THE NATION.” 

Speaking at Leicester on Saturday, Mr. Joa 
Bromley said—This is not a question of railway 
management; it is a question of humanity, a 
question of saving human lives, cnd, incidentally, 
of establishing the honour of our own organisa- 
tion, and possibly helping to save the honour of 
our nation. A number of people have be@u 
killed in Ireland, both by the Irish rebel soldiers 
and by the armed forces of the Crown. That is 
regrettable, and the British Labour Party have 
been treating it ag a political question and iry- 
ing to solve it. Certain of our members, in 
common with other people in Ireland, have 
suffered. We had men brutally treated by the 
armed forces of the Crown, and one of our 
secretarjgs was arrested three weeks and 
thrown into prison without being c » Re 
ferring to the Mallow shootings, he mid—We 
can not and we will not stand it. We ere ask- 
ing that the common law of the country shall 
operate, and that an inquiry shall take place, 
for if whenever enyone is shot near a railway 
they are going to seize railwaymen and shoot 
them, then this is a dangerous policy, which has 
to be stopped. We are not going to admit that 
we have lost our souls in the organisation, and 
that our men can be murdered without protest. 
We ere going to have an inquiry, and we are 
going to have a guarantee of safety for railway- 
men when they are following peaceably their 
occupations. If we do not get it, then at a 
given time, which hag not yet been made public, 
there is going to be a stoppace- I have every 
confidence in the rank and file of the Nationa! 
Union of Railwaymen, and if and when our men 
leave their engines and “ blacklegs” try to 
work them, I know what the railwaymen will 
do. If we have to strike we shell not be blame- 
worthy, but the Government will be to blame 
for refusing to allow the common law of the 
land to operate. I see that they have admitted 
the justice of our, claim, for according to this 


inquiry at Mellow, in lieu of an inquest, and

NO QUESTION OF HELPING REBELS. 

Mr. Bromley, addressing a meeting of the 
Nine Elms Branch of the Associated Society of 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen at Batter- 
sea Town Hall last night, referred to the 
ultimatum on the Mallow incident. He said 
that he would not have any mercy on the in- 
dividual responsible for the death of the Police 
Inspector's wife, but two wrongs did not make 
one right. Of the railwaymen who were sub- 
sequently fired at, a young cleaner of seventeen 
was absolutely riddled with bullets. ‘The Execu- 
tive of their Union had said to the 
Government that if an inquiry were 
not ordered and uarantees of safety 
given, they would fet by stopping the 
whole of the railways of the country. 
Whenever there had been indiscriminate shoot- 
ing in Ireland, and questions had been asked in 
Parliament, there had been no fair inquiry at 
all, but it had always been said that either 
there was no_evidence that the facts were as 
alleged, or that the Crown forces were not re- 
sponsible. We were not going to be told this 
time, said Mr. Bromley, that after exhaustive 
inquiries it was found that no railwaymen were 
shot; that, if they were, they were not shot by 
the Crown forces. That was why we demanded 
an inquiry, and backed it up by a strike threat. 
(Cheers.) We.are not going to tolerate brutal 
murder of railwaymen, either in this country or 
in Ireland. There is no question that this is a 
purely trade union, and not a political, demand. 

here is no question of helping rebels or defying 
the British Government. e placed the onus 
on the Cabinet of responding by Tuesday to our 
request for an imquiry, but we are not going 
to strike on Tucsday night. We have left suffi- 
cient time after that for Parhament to discuss 
it. By Tuesday, if justice is refused, and an 
honest and fair inquiry is not granted, it will 
be the fault of the Cabinet. If, by the time 
fixed for our strike to commence, Parliament 
has not forced an inguiry, then it will ba the 
feult of Parliament, and the public whom we 
shall be hitting. The public have the power, in 
the next few days, of demanding fair play and 
justice from their members of Parliament, and 
if they neglect to do it, then it will be their 
responsibility if they are inconvenienced, and 
not that of oux Society. When the time comos 
t»- fight, if our demand is refused, we will fight 
to the death. (Cheers.) We will fight to the 
last, and show that members of our organisation 
have some humanity left, if the Government 
has not. (Cheers.) 

A Voice—What about J. H. Thomas? 

Mr. Bromley—I am responsible for mrself. 
(Cheers.) Do not believe anyone who gays we 
shall fight without sympathy or help. There 
are suggestions already that we have altered the 
date of the strike. You know the date and the 
hour. Keep it to yourselves. I am confident we 
are going to pull this thing off. We are going 
io get justice. If we do not get it without 
trouble, we will have it with trouble. Our ar- 
rangements are all made. Everything is in 
order, and the shot will be fired at a given time 
if necessary. (Cheers.) Mr. Bromley claimed 
that, out of little over 90,000 men of the driver 
and the firemen class in the country, they had 
75,000 in the Associated Society.

The cere- 
mony was performed by His Royal Highness at 
the famous Dewanian, Moghul, Hall of 
Audience in Delhi fort. The Viceroy, in his 
speech, invited the Princes to find an Indian 
title, or titles, for the Chamber, which would 
meet with general acceptance. The Chamber 
was an advisory and consultative body without 
executive powers, and represented the recogni- 
tion of the eight of the Princes to be consulted 
in framing the policy of the Government relat- 
ing to the States, and to have a voice in the 
Councils of the Empire. It behoved all to do 
their utmost to make the scheme a success. 

The Duke of Connaught, im, declaring the 
Chamber open, conveyed the personal greetin 
of the King-Emperor. He stood there, he said, 
at the bidding of an Emperor mightier even 
that Moghul, an Emperor whose policy was 
fra with a breadth of vision unknown to 
the rulers of past ages—one whose acts were 
inspired by a epirit of trust and sympathy, and 
whose desire it was that every breath of suspi- 
cion and misunderstanding should be dissipated.

For their services 
then, His Majesty conveyed a epecial message 
of thanks. © Duke said that he was con- 
fident that the same spirit of loyalty would 
continue to animate them in the years to come.

GantLtemen,—I beg to acknowledge receipt of 
your circular letter asking me to support an 
effective measure of temperance reform by help- 
ing to secure candidates for the Northern Par- 
liament who are men in genuine sympathy with 
the movement. I gladly take advantage of this 
gi gpg. | to express what I may venture to 
cail an unbiassed and unprejudiced view upon 
this important question, inasmuch as—to use @ 
colloquial expression—I have no axe, political or 
commercial, to grind. I am neither a teetotaller 
nor a prohibitionist. As regards the former, I 
cannot agree with those who condemn the use, 
in moderation, of wine, beer, or alcohol. On 
this point everyone must act in accordance with 
the dictates of his own judgment and conscience ; 
and, as regards prohibition, I look upon com- 
pulsory prohibition not only as tyrannical, and 
therefore undemocratic, but also, for reasons 
upon which I need not now 4weil, as unpractical. 
But, subject to these reservations, I cordially 
advocate temperance reform, and I have read 
with respectful interest your recent manifesto. 

There are three points in that manifesto upon 
which I should like to write a few words. 

(1) Spirit grocers’ licences. These, I agree, 
should be abolished. They are the source of 
incalculable evils, one of which they share in 
common with total prohibition—piz., they en- 
sm people to do secretly what they are 
afraid to do, or, under prohibition, would be 
unable to do, openly—purchese and indulge in 
strong drink. Thug to the crime of drunken- 
ness there is added, under spirit grocers’ 
licences, the sin of habitual deceit.

In Dublin she could not have 
the same accommodation for three times the 
sum.

TRIBUTE TO THE LATE DR. McWALTER. 


MEETING OF CENTRAL EXECUTIVE. 
A meeting of the Central Executive of the All- 
Ireland Town Tenants’ League was held on 


Thursday last at the offices, 43 Rutland square, 
Dublin. Mr. William Field presided. There 
was a large attendance, and correspondence was 
considered from urban centres in Ireland deal- 
ing with local cases, and emphasising the need | 
which existed for a radical change in the law 
which will enable town tenants to become the 
owners of their homes. 
THE LATE DR. McWALTER. 

Mr. Coghlan Briscoe said that since they last 
met one of the oldest members and supporters 
of the Town Tenants’ League~had hr away 
in the person of the late Dr. McWalter, whose 
death was a loss to everyone in the community. 
Dr. McWalter had taken a very active interest 
in the Town Tenants’ League, as, indeed, he 
did in everything which he believed made for 


The Chairman said that they all mourned the 
loss of Dr. McWalter, and their whole-hearted 
sympathy went forth to his widow and family. 
He moved that the Central Executive of the Al)- 
Ireland Town Tenants’ League tender its deep 
sympathy to the widow and family of the late 
Dr. McWalter. 

Mr. Richard Lee, in seconding the Chairman's 
motion, said that every class in Dublin suffered 
by the death of Dr. McWalter, and they in 
the Town Tenants’ League mourned him as a 
valued friend. 

In bringing the meeting to a close, the Chair- 
man said the Town Tenants’ League was in 
reality an arbitration court, which had settled 
amicably, without incurring friction or legal 
expenses, thousands of cases. Many house- 
owners still endeavoured to raise rents and to 
evict their tenants. The Rents Act required 
several important amendments, The shop- 
keepers in Lonilon and other English centres 
were now establishing Town Tenants’ League= 
and following the example they set them in Ire- 
land. Wherever ible the oceupying tenants 
should be allowed to purchase their homes at 
fair prices. One thing he desired to emphasise 
and that was the necessity for town tenants, 
pean go in the provincial centres, giving in 
uture more — support to the Pathe ive. 
A movement like theirs eould not be carried on 
without money, and there was now very urgent 
need for funds to enable the Central Executive 
to carry to success the work which had to be 
undertaken during the comi three months.
